Spanish Instructor 

To Speak Friday 
Of Castro’s Purge 

A Spanish instructor and 
former political prisoner of Fi¬ 
del Castro, will speak on the 
latest purge by Castro affecting 
more than 48,000 persons and the 
last vestige of private property 
in Cuba Friday at 10:45 a.m. in 
Wise Auditorium. 

Dr. Andres Acosta’s speech, 
sponsored by Las Mascaras, 
drama club, is open to the stu¬ 
dent body and public. A ques¬ 
tion and answer session will fol¬ 
low. 

“Although 95 per cent of the 
people are against Castro,” he 
still rules population and govern¬ 
ment, says Dr. Acosta. He will 
explain the methods Castro uses 
to keep this power. 

A lawyer and Spanish Pro¬ 
fessor in Havana, Dr. Acosta 
was jailed for trying to warn the 
people that Castro was Commun¬ 
ist. 

He says few people listened 
to his warnings --because “even 
educated people had the illusion 
that Castro was a savior and a 
democrat and they did not want 
to give up this illusion.”

CLOTHES REFLECT PERSONALITY 


IN EVERY DEPARTMENT!!!

Faces don’t go unnoticed-- 
certainly not--but it’s more the 
‘oomph’ and expression in dress 
that turn the heads for a second 
look at the ‘groov?’ coed, walking 
into the library, the Teepee or 
sauntering down the hall. 

Speaking out on campus fash¬ 
ion are six clothes-conscious 
males; 

Star of Oedipus Rex, Ken 
Reisor, prefers clothes that 
“make a girl look like a girl;” 
Ronnie Pater nostro, an Italian 
who would rather be ‘way in’ 
than ‘way out;’ an uninhibited 
dresser when ‘ he feels like it, 
Pat Odom; catering more to the 
traditional way of dressing, Ter¬ 
ry Ray and Jim Love. 

Of the movie Bonnie and Clyde 
and its relation to fashion Reisor 
said: “Because the movie and 
the people were heroized, even 
though falsely, girls took up the 
styles of Bonnie in hero worship. 

People are always trying to 
find someone to associate them¬ 
selves with and the dress of any 
notable is usually mimicked. 

“Ten years ago I don’t think 
the movie would have had the 
same effect on clothes—it’s just 
a product of our times and the 
freedom of expression that has 
emerged,” Reisor said. 

About women’s fashions— 
Reisor is against girls dressing 
in styles made on a man’s line 
because “being a male,” he said, 
I’m opposed to it. I like a girl 
to look like one.” 

Paternostro feels that when a 
girl dresses in styles adopted 
after a man’s line “she probably 
feels aggressive tendencies dom¬ 
inated by male ideas.” 

Arguing this point, Odom be¬ 
lieves a girl who dresses in 
styles patterned after a man’s 
line can think for herself. “It 
shows she can break away from 
girl’s fashions. 

“If I chose a girl’s ward¬ 
robe,” Odom said, “there would 
be lots of pant suits, lacy 
blouses, and turtle neck sweat¬ 
ers. I would include some midi 
dresses to give a look of in¬ 
dividuality.” 

Ray agrees that a girl should 
look like a girl but he said “pant 
suits coordinate a girl--they put 
her together better than just 
slacks and a shirt. 


“I feel that clothes reflect a 
lot of a girl’s personality and 
ambitions—if she’s dressed 
sloppy what can a boy think?” 

For Love it’s “short, con¬ 
servative dresses--that’s what I 
like. The midi look is only a 
fad. I don’t believe it will last 
because it covers up too much, 
and women usually dress to 
please men. I think this factor 
alone has a lot to do with the 
selection of a girl’s clothes.” 

Odom feels society in¬ 
fluences the choice of clothes be¬ 
cause “the average person is too 
worried about what others will 
say. 

“It’s terribly difficult for kids

lege. 

“But,” he added, the new 
student interest in clothes has 
helped do away with a lot of the 
reliance on what your best friends 
wear, people want to be proud 
of themselves as individuals and 
clothes is one way they are able 
to.” 

Ray also feels the sudden in¬ 
terest in clothes is due to the 
“great amount of pride and want 
of acceptance present today.” 

American fashion designer of 
men and women’s clothes, Bill 
Blass says “no one should tell i 
anyone how to dress anymore— i 
there’s not any set way. You 1 
dress the way you feel most 
free.” 

In response to the influence 
of women’s fashions on men’s 
styles most of the boys did not 
like feminine looking clothes on 
men. 

Paternostro feels that when a 
boy wears feminine dress as ruf¬ 
fles, high-heeled boots, beads-- 
well there’s definitely something 
sweet about the guy.” 

MARK OF INDIVIDUALITY 

Reisor thinks they add a mark 
of individuality and if men who 
wear them like them--“well 
that’s not my problem.” 

Ray would rather stick with 
traditional styles because 
basically clothes remain the 


same. 

Odom believes a man wears 
styles reflecting a feminine line 
because “they have a desire to 
be noticed and this is one way 
they can. I think, though, these 
clothes have their place for 
special occasions. 

Psychologically, Odom said, 
“I feel youth is trying to relate 
something of 1968 to a previous 
time in history--the 20’smay- 
be--where there was more ap¬ 
parent gaiety--and the curls, ruf¬ 
fles, lace seem to help.”

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Colleges and universities nationwide are seeing a mass 
job recruiting hunt never before paralleled. 

At Georgia Tech in Atlanta more than 800 company re¬ 
cruiters are competing for 1,350 engineering graduates. 

Stanford University reports 400 companies enticing 250 
business administration graduates with master’s degrees. 

New York University’s school of engineering, due to 
limited recruiting space, is booked through 1971 and has a 
company waiting list behind that. 

Michigan State University was swamped with 2,500 re¬ 
cruiters last year. This year there are 2,700. 

The University of Houston describes their situation

And recruiting offers for TJC students look just as 
good—provided they have a B.A. not just an A.A. 

Although some majors, mainly technical students, go no 
further than junior college level, 
most sophomores graduating this 
June have only finished two years 
of what is intended to be a four 
year program. 

And that extra two years seems 
to make quite a difference. 

U.S. news & World Report says starting salaries, up 
5 to *10 per cent last year, range from $16,500 for mech¬ 
anical engineers with Ph.D’s to $9,400 for liberal arts 
graduates with B.A.’s—these at.a time when the median 
income per U.S. family is $7,800 annually. 

As Bob Clendennen, assistant manager of Tyler Pipe 
Industries’ advertising and promotion, explains, “If the 
job hunter is willing to settle for less than best, he 
shouldn’t bother completing his education.” 

Most professional positions, he continued, require a 
B.A. minimum. 

Robert Rhodes, communication specialist with General 
Electric’s Tyler plant, agrees and adds, “The financial 
difference between a B.A. with a technical degree and an 
A.A. is at least $2,000 at G.E., and long range salary po¬ 
tential is much greater for the 4-year graduate. All our 
management trainees,” he said, “are recruited on senior 
college campuses. Basically graduates we look for at 
junior colleges are draftsmen and lab technicians.” 

Women, too, with the right degree, are getting more 
and better job opportunities. 

Pitney-Bowes, a Stanford, Conn, office equipment 
manufacturer, hires women math majors for systems 
analysis at the same pay and status as men in their oc¬ 
cupation. 

Wellesley, a Massachusetts woman’s college, reports 
placing more and more graduates in government work at 
federal, state, and city levels. 

And General Electric’s company recruiting manager, 
Dr. Lindon Saline, says there are far too few women en¬ 
gineers. “We are also interested in women in computer 
programing,” he explained. 

The only fly in the honey for male graduates in the 
military draft. But it’s really only a mosquito-like prob¬ 
lem since more graduates with good records are being 
hired regardless of their draft status. 

Robert Smith, corporate manager of college relations 
for Aero jet-General Corporation, says 95 per cent of the 
men they make offers to are 1-Aorwill be after the school 
year. 

Olin Corporation Recruiter Monte Jacoby explains, 
“Even if a man is with us only three 
or four months he gets experience, 
and we hope he’ll come back after 
his military service. We’ll need 
him then just as much as we do now.” 

Essentially all any prospective 
junior executive needs is that wispy and often evasive 
piece of paper that means he spent four or more years 
sweating, smoking, and learning. 

Not much else can take its place, says Tyler’s Kelly- 
Springfield public relations manager. “The only thing 
that comes close,” says Truman Mizzles, “is a man v/ith 
college work and many years experience behind him.” 

Yes, it costs more money and takes more time, but 
once you ear.n~it, the only thing that can beat you is your 
own initiative. j.

9:30 a.m.—I got out of speech 
class and headed for the Teepee 
to pick up my mail but stopped 
to talk to a friend, Horace Wil¬ 
liams. 

That’s how it all began. 

Within 10 seconds, three depu¬ 
ties, including Horace, had 
thrown me over a 7-foot fence 
into what looked like some sort 
of coop. 

Rising to my feet, I gazed 
at 10 deputies. One had some¬ 
thing in his hands that looked to 
be an old Zero candy box with a 
slit in the top. His job all day 
was to point to the box and say 
“dime.” 

10 a. m. -- I knew where I 
was. Through process of elimi¬ 
nation I realized that I must have 
been thrown into the TJC jail 
because I didn’t wear three ar¬ 
ticles of western clothing. 

I was joined by Joe Tajan, a 
fellow prisoner. We immediately 
began planning for an escape. 
Since there wasn’t a top to the 
jail, the idea of scaling the wall 
and dashing for cover seemed to 
be our best bet. 

11 a.m.--We didn’t make it. 
The last I remember Joe and I 
hit the ground and were about to 
dash for cover when we were 
smashed by what seemed to be a 
Mack truck. 

We were joined by five other 
prisoners but they quickly paid 
their fines and were set free. 

12 p.m.--Joe was gone. They 
put him in some sort of sack 
and dragged him toward the dining 
hall. 

Friend Horace came into the 
cage and dragged me over to a 
a barrel supported by ropes with 
a saddle on it. Not less than 
three deputies threw me on the 
saddle while the others pulled 
and jerked the rope reeling me 
10 feet into the air before I 
fell head first to the ground. 

1 p.m.--A girl was brought 
screaming and crying into my 
cage. I took a dime from my 
pocket and gave it to Horace 
for the girl. She didn’t even say 
thanks. She laughed. I saw then

La Gloria Gives 
To Chemistry 

La Gloria Oil and Gas Com¬ 
pany of Tyler has donated a 
spectrophotometer to the chem¬ 
istry department. The instru¬ 
ment uses infrared light to find 
the chemical make-up and com¬ 
ponents of a compound or sub¬ 
stance. 

“Though the instrument, 
which originally cost about 
$6,500, is not operational at the 
moment/’ Chemistry Instructor 
James Wicks says it will be 
“very useful in demonstrating 
basic spectrophotometry.” It 
will also show the “progress 
in instrumentation by comparing 
this model to newer models. 

“If and when we are able to 
repair the instrument, students 
will be able to see a working 
model and learn to operate it.” 

With new fields of infrared 
analysis opening up in chemical 
and medical research, Wicks 
says a working knowledge of the 
spectrophotometer could prove

invaluable to a chemistry stu¬ 
dent. 

Wicks explained the function¬ 
ing and some uses of the spec¬ 
trophotometer: 

• When a substance is irritat¬ 
ed, it absorbs certain wave 
lengths of radiation and allows 
others to pass through. The pat¬ 
terns of wave lengths a substance 
absorbs is called its absorption 
spectra. 

b The spectrum of a substance 
is like a fingerprint and the 
chemist is like a fingerprint ana¬ 
lyst, says Wicks. The chemist 
can compare the readings given 
by the machine to those in files 
of known substance spectra and 
when he finds one that is identi¬ 
cal, he knows that the chemical 
make-up of the substance. It’s 
the same as a police detective 
finding a criminal through finger¬ 
prints. 

• Qualitatively, IR (infrared) 
analysis can be used to detect 
unwanted chemicals in a stream 
of chemicals where they are pro¬ 
duced and prepared at a plant such 
as La Gloria. 

• Today it is being used in med¬ 
ical research as a possible way 
of detecting cures for molecular 
diseases such as cancer and 
leukemia and even in areas of 
birth defects. 

All this uses the same tech¬ 
niques and theories the spectro¬ 
photometer is based on.
